HOWTO ENFORCE LAW 


Judge Grant Gives Simple Instruc­ 


tions, Easy to Follow and 


Sure of Results. 


STAND BEHIND THE OFFICERS. 


Larne Contrre*atlon Listens to the 
Address of the Famous Michi­ 
gan Jurist. 


Chief Justice Claudius B. G rant of 
the Michigan supreme court gave his 
address on the enforcement of law at 
a union meeting a t the M. E. church 
last evening. 
On the platform were 
Revs. Dr. Brooks, E. A. HotTman, J.N . 
Wilson, George B. Simons. W. P. 
French, L. W. Earl and Prosecuting 
Attorney George M. Valentine. 


“ You will be disappointed,” said the 


assaulting in the discharge of his duty.

The judge read a United States su­ 
preme court decision

They become public charges upon so­ 
ciety. 
The decision declares t hat tho 
dram shop is a proper subject for legis­ 
lation, as to who shall sell liquor and 
where it shall be sold, the hours of the 
day aud the days of the week. 


The judge gave some of his own ex­ 
periences as circuit judge in the upper 
peninsula. 
In one of the counties 
houses of ill fame ran in defiance to 
law, and merchants contended that 
they were necessary to hold the trade 
of the lumbermen as they came from 
the woods. 
A ease was brought into 
the court. 
There was no ie'en^e. The 
jury was out two days and stood eight 
for acquittal and four ft»r conviction. 
The judge saw it was no use ami carried 
the case to another county 
He callcd 
the jury up and in discharging them 
he said: 
' “Eight-of you are unlit to be 
jurors. 
You have disgraced your city.

saloons. One of thesaloonlsts met him 
In the postottice and raised his fist to 
knock the young man down. The young 
man was a muscular Christian. I won’t, 
tell you the result but the saloon keeper 
ever wanted to engace in another Sun 
tion of 


your county and state, and you have 
violated your oaths. 
You think you 
can defy the laws of the state but It 
will be when some one else sits here as 
your judge.” 
In another county the 
accused pleaded guilty. 


Some people claim that public senti­ 
ment is against the enforcemen t of law. 
This the speaker disputed, and he gave 
several instances where laws were not 
enforced until some outbreak of crime 
came and the citizens took justice in 
their own bunds, each becoming law­ 
breakers. 


The lesson of the lecture was th at It 
is the duty of the ollicer to enforce law 
and the duty of the citizen to ask for 
the removal of the ollicer who falls to 
do his duty. 


The church rang with applause at 
the close of the address.

The present Spanish 
ministry, has professed a pacific dis­ 
position from the beginning, and the 
Indications are strong now th at It will 
avail itself of the good ofHces of "the 
United States to the fullest extent that 
public opinion in Spain will allow in 
bringing to an end the hostilities In 
Cuba. 


On the part of the administration it is 
stfited that the development of the sit­ 
uation will not require a great^ length 
of time, and hence that there will be no 
extended delay. A policy has been fully 
^determined upon by the president. 
It 
Is to bring the Cuban w ar to a close. 
This will be accomplished by pointed 
Intervention, if necessary; but it is 
considered far preferable that the end 
should come, as the result of peaceful 
negotiations than that it should be ac­ 
companied by hostile demonstrations on 
the part of the United States. Hence 
the disposition of the president Is to 
give Spain a fair opportunity to secure 
an armistice with the Cu].)ans and to 
aliow her a reasonable time in which 
to come to an understanding with the 
hostlles. 


It can be stated upon high authority 
that there has been no abatem ent of 
the president's Intention to see that the 
war is term inated—w'hen it Is closed— 
upon terms that will render the Cu­ 
bans practically a free people. It Is nor 
believed that they would accept any­ 
thing less, nor that Americans would 
be satisfied If we should encourage a 
setttlem ent that would not be accept­ 
able to the Cubans. If there should now 
be an armistice It w’ould be with the 
concession made by Si)aln at the in­ 
stance of this country that negotiations 
should be opened itnmedlately with the 
Insurgents, looking to the establishment 
of a permanent peace upon these terms 
It has long Vieen the hope of the ad­ 
m inistration to bring Spain to the 
point 
of 
making 
propositions 
oi* 
this 
character 
as 
the 
basis 
of 
settlement most satlnfactory to all 
parties, and It Is hoped from Spain's 
attitude that this time has arrived. The 
friends of the adm inistration feel that 
the situation Is a very delicate one. and 
th at much will depend upon the course 
congress may pursue. In the meantime 
the president will on Wednesday send 
his message asking that an appropria­ 
tion be made for the aid of the destitute 
Cubans. 


HOLDING CONGRESS DOWN. 


ghe Principal Occupation o f the Adminl«- 
tration Leader« Junt Now. 


W ashington, March 28.—-The Impor­ 
tant event of the week In congress will 
be the receipt of the president’s mes­ 
sage transm itting the report on the 
Maine court of Inquiry, which is ex­ 
pected early In the session today. Th 
understanding In the senate Is that thi 
report will be refered to the committee 
op foreign relations and sent to the 
printer without betn jf^ead or more thar 
incidentally referred to, and that after 
this nothing more will be said concern­ 
ing it until the committee shall have 
had a reasonable opportunity to con­ 
sider it or until some further commu­ 
nication may be received from the pres­ 
ident on the Cuban question. 


There has been a general appeal from 
the administration to the senate to 
avoid undue agitation of the Cuban 
subject until the ])resident can have an 
opportunity to develop his ptilicy, and 
the senate appears quite disposed t« 
comply with the request. Still there Is 
no doubt that the senate w<iuld grow 
very restive under delay. If the presi 
dent should make a recommendation or 
the committee on foreign relatlim» 
report the senate at once would become 
the center i*f an animated discussion 
the result of w'hlch would be some rad 
leal declaration 
against 
.Spain. 
The 
problem now is to hold the expression 
of opinion down to the minimum pend 
Ing the negotiations of the president 
and the deliberations of the c('mmitt* ee 
. The largest crowd which has att«.*nded 
a sessi<»n of congre.«s in years was at 
the (’apitol today waiting t«;* hear the 
ofilclal report of the board of Inquiry 
on the Maine disaster. E.xtra instruc 
tions had been Issued to the attendants 
and admipsion to the reserved gallerlc 
was «trictly by card. Not one-ten,th ot 
the people who stormed the donrs could 
gain admission. The house awaited the 
report with feverish anxiety, and thei 
were few vacant seats on 
the 
llcor 
There will be no wild furore of orator 
In the house after the report is read 
The rules and the speaker will .«;ee to 
that—provided a wave of excitement 
does not sweep away the rules. After the 
report Is read 
fieed 
will recognize 
H itt to move Its reference, and this mo­ 
tion Is not debatable. 


Once In committee the findings of the 
board will remain there until a report is 
made by the comitttee, which will cer­ 
tainly not be unMl Spain’s reply makes 
known her position to the adm inistra­ 
tion. Meantime the precipitation of the 
main issued between Spain and the 
United States is likely to throw the 
Maine disaster, which the adm inistra­ 
tion means to deal with as a separate 
and distinct Issue, into the background 
as a suliject for future settlement, un­ 
less Spain should take a position not 
now anticipated which would compel 
immediate action. Just now' the main 
efforts of the administration and adm in­ 
istration leaders In congress are devoted 
to holding down congres».

WAS A TOUCHING DISCOURSE.

In Bitterness But In 
Sorrow. 


The farewell sermon of Rev. Dr. 
Brooks at the Confirrega%nal church 
Sunday morning was a happy disaf)- 
pointment. 


It was expected that the doctor would 
close his pastorate with a severe re- 
r«i 
proof of the dealings of tho church 
with Its various pastors. 
Although 
the history of the church is not .com­ 
plimentary in regard to the length of 
time its various pastors have labored 
here, Dr. Brooks did not utter a single 
unkind ^r bitter thought, but with the 
true spirit of tho Master whose servant 
he is pleaded with the church for more 
unity between Itself and coming pastors. 


The text was taken from Kx'odus 17: 
11. 12, the account of the battle of 
Isaael with Amalek. how the armies of 
Israel prevailed as long as Moses held 
up his hands, and how Moses’ hands 
were sustained by Aaron and Hur un­ 
til the enemies of the Lord were put to 
rout. 


“Ah It seems to me,” said the pastor, 
‘•there is no event recorded in the I3ible 
which more clearly and vividly and ac­ 
curately outlines the true relations liiat 
must exist between the dilTerent de­ 
partments of a church that has a right 
to expect divine approval in its elTorts 
tlian this. 


••Amalek still lives and disputes the 
onward march of the army of God. 
The churcb that prospers in the di­ 
vine mission of soul’ saving is that 
church wherein exists the spirit of har­ 
monious co-operation, where the mem­ 
bership recognizing their individual 
and collective 
responsibility 
make 
common cause with their pastor in his 
elTorts and with the ollicial board hold 
up his hands and encourage his heart 
in his etTorts to advance the kingdom 
of Ciod. A church organized on this 
plan is invincible. I cure not who the 
preacher is or how small the mernber- 
8 liu .” 
The pastor explained how he knew 
nothing of Benton Hurl>or or its Con- 
gregullonal eiuirch imiil he came here 
February, iHiui, invited to assist in the 
revival of that winter. Without a word 
of solicitation on his part he received a 
nearly unanimous call and he believed 
that be was obeying the voice of Clod 
in accepting it. Un coming here he 
soon discovered an atmosphere ho 
could not understand. He soon looked 
at the church records and discovered 
that the average pastorate of the church 
was 18 months. 


Tlie list of pastors and the length of 
time they served the church was given 
as follows: Rev. J. B. Fairbanks, one 
^ear; Uey. S Norton, 9 months, 3 days; 
Uev. S. S. Hyde, one year and 3 
months; Rev. George A. Dickerman, 
one year; Rev. H. P. Welton, 8 months 
and 15 days;,Rev. N. A. Millard, one 
year and 2 nionths; Rev. S. P. Goode- 
D ow , 5 months; Rev. E. L. Hurd, 8 
months and 4 days; Rev. J. C. Thomp­ 
son, one year and 19 days; Rev. J. Al-

years; 
Rev. W. H. 
Brewster, six years; Rev. A. 13. Wood- 
ruiV, one year, 3 mouths, 2 days: Rev. 
W. H. Rice, two years; Rev. Bryant C. 
Preston, one year, I month, 10 days; 
Rev. George L. Cady, one year, H 
months, (iduys. 


‘•To me this was a sad and humiliat­ 
ing record and all the more so when the 
senior deacon of the church told me 
tiiat while some of them could have re­ 
mained longer the most of them hud 
been reciuesied to leave by vote of the 
church. 


••It must follow that any church 
given to change must be lacking in the 
essential elements which ¡delcrmiue its 
real character. The divine idea can­ 
not be wrought out in one year, nor two 
or live. It takes longer tiian liye or 
even ten years for a pastor to do his 
best work, to develop the high ii-leals 
of Christian living. No man outside of 
Father Brewbter had remained long 
enough to give any real abiding direc­ 
tion to the develoj>ment of the true 
Christian ideal. Before this work was 
fairly begun it had to be given up. 


•‘it has been to change this condition 
of things that I have labored. 
It has 
been my thought by day and my prayer 
by night how best to work that the de­ 
sired end might be secured, 


“When we took up the work here— 
1 say we, for this expresses it, as you 
your own selves know—wo found the 
Christian Endeavor society some 150 
in debt. That is now a thing of the 
i>ast and in the place of the debt there 
s a surplus of a few dollars in the 
treasuiw. The Sunday school 
was 
some $75 in debt and that vanished 
months ago. New hymn books for the 
school, all paid for, have been adding 
to the pleasantness of the sessions of 
the school and our evening services. 
Our lecture room has a brighter look 
owing to the new lights which came at 
no cost to the ohureb. A new black- 
board, the list price of which is $18, is 
• helpful Addition to the more effeetite 
worir of the primary room and the 
Chrisllaii Endeav|ir. A beautl^il com* 
mimlOB (able bat taken the plac« of 
Iba inaUi dilapidated oo!^ tbat b it now 
lillin (0 pifoti, ,^ypgl|ybactt bave 


been repaired at a cost of nearly 160. 
It does not detract from our joy that 
not a cent is owini^ for these improve­ 
ments. 


««Then there was a floatini; indebted­ 
ness of several hundred dollars extend­ 
ing back for at least eight years. That 
too has taken to itself 
wings 
and 
departed. As a result Father Brewster 
rests quidtly, for our 
last financial 
obligations to him have been 
met. 
while the organ under the skillful 
manipulation of Prof. Nelson, seems to 
send forth the sweet refrain, 'Yours at 
last, wholly yours.’ Brother Cady, my 
beloved predecessor, is no longer an- 
noved by demands to pay that which he 
did not really owe.” 


In the two years of his pastorate up 
to March 1 Dr. Brooks received 70 
members, one more than any other 
protestant church In the city In the 
same time. 


‘‘I look back on my thre^ pastorates 
covering 22 years and sutTer me to say 
I have su tiered more heartache, more 
anguish of spirit, more depression and 
grief during these two years than dur­ 
ing the two and twenty of preceding 
pastorates and but for the hope that 1 
might be able to bring the church to 
an acceptance of a better way I should 
have withdrawn months ago. But I 
have failed. I have not accomplished 
what I have longed to do but God 
knows how sincerely I have tried, 1 
should say we. 


••But allow me to entreat you in this, 
my last , message as your pastor to 
change your methods. Try to realize 
that your pastor Is what you nuike him. 
When my successor has "been secured, 
support ‘i»im with your means, your 
love, your sympathy, your co-operation, 
and you will be surpris»;d at his power 
and the richness and pungency, of his 
sermons and there shall be such an in­ 
crease of the grace of God in your souls 
that shall make service for (iod a de­ 
light. 
You have wronged yourselves 
in the past, do so no more. 
It is the 
re(lncmi*nt of cruelty to call a man and 
then before he has time to gather up 
the reins to begin to get rid of him. 
Let your course in the future be so full 
of loyalty, of helpfulness, of sympathy, 
of constancy, of zealous co-operation, 
that there shall be a reproduction in 
miniature of that ancient contest that 
furnished the basis for this text.” 


Dr. Brooks sjmke very highly of the 
Rev. Mr. Cady, who possibly may suc­ 
ceed him, and with the united support 
of the church he predicted that the new 
pastor would do wonderful things for 
the church and for (¡od. 


AN OLD RELIC. 


CHURCH NOT TO BLAME. 


Another Side to the Short Congregation­ 
al Pastorates. 


Deacon A. R. Nowlen of the First 
Congregational church says that the 
church’s history with its pastors, as 
given by Dr. lirooks, is scarcely fair to 
the pre.-ient membership of the church. 
During the last 18 ycArs the church 
has< had six pastors, three of whom 
—Revs. Alworth, Brewster and C ady- 
left of their own accord and thatduring 
this period, de lucting the time the 
cliurcn has luid no pastors the average 
pastorate has been two years and eight 
months. The church has grown and 
pros|)ered and a few years ago it was 
able to divide and make two strong 
congregations.

“Until November next the St. Joseph 
Mall Stage will leave South Bend every 
day at 7 o’clock A. M., arriving at 
Niles at 10 A. M. and at St. Joseph at 
4 P. M. 


It will leave St. Joseph at 6 A. M. 
and arrive at Niles at half past 8 A. M. 
Will leave Niles at half past four A. 
M. and arrive at South Bend at 7 A. M. 


The subscriber runs a four horse 
DOtt coach between Niles and South 
Bend. 
E. CoHlnger.’’ 


The records of the property show 
that the place was owned by Warren 1) 
Gilson, who married and built the cabin 
about that time.

Ltftlng of the Ship on the F In t Explo- 
■Ion—Condition of the Wrech Cannot Be 
Stated from the Dlvem* Kvldenoe. 
W ashington, M arch 28.—‘[Associated 
Press A bstract of C ourt of Inquiry Re­ 
port. Copyright, 1898, by the Associated 
Press.]—The Associated Press presents 
herew ith a com plete abstract of the re­ 
port of th t court of inquiry which in* 
vestigated the wrecking of the battle­ 
ship Maine. This ab stract Is made from 
the report itself, access to which was 
obtained yesterday despite ofHcial se­ 
crecy unparalleled in the handling of 
ofncial papers. The report is made up 
of eight parts, as followa: 


F irst—The court finds th at a t the 
time of the 
explosion the battleship 
Maine was lying In five and one-half to 
six fathom s of w ater. 


Second—The 
discipline 
aboard 
the 
ship was excellent; everything stowed 
according to orders—am m unition, guns, 
stores, etc. 
The tem perature of the 
m agazines a t 8 p. m. was normal ex­ 
cept In the after teo-inch magazine, 
and th at did not explode. 


Slil|i Lirt«(l oil FIrHt KxplnHlnn. 
Third—The explosion ocf^vrcd a t 9:4 ¡ 
o’clock on the evening of 
ir>. Therv 
were two explosloní». with a very short 
interval between them . The .ship lifted 
on the first explosion. 


Fourth—The court can form no doii 
nite opinion of the condition of tla 
wreck from divers’ evidence. 


F ifth—Technical details of wreckage 
from which the court deduces that am in * 
was exploded under the ship on the 
port side. 


S ix th -T h e explosion w as due to no 
fault of those on board. 


.Seventh—Opinion of the court stating 
th at the explosion of the mine caused 
the explosion of two m agazinea 
E ighth—The court declares th at it 
cannot find evidence to fix the responsi­ 
bility. 


Olves the Mo«t Speoe to lliNclpllne. 


The report is unanim ous and is signed 
by all the m em bers of the court. It does 
not refer to the existence or non-exist­ 
ence of mines in the harbor of H avana, 
except in the specific finding th at a 
mine was exploded under the ship and 
the opinion th at tlie explosion of the 
two m agazines was caused by the ex­ 
plosion of a mine. The report as a whole 
is a formal, dispassionate 
recital 
of 
facts, and bears the stam p of that 
strict ofllcialism which 
m arks 
naval 
procedure. 
It is brief, not exceeding 
eighteen hundreds words, and among 
the eight parts goes to the greatest 
length under the second heading which 
deals with the discipline and order of 
the ship. 


l>ÍH|iroves Aecidentnl CoinbnHtlon. 
This the court specifies with extrem e 
m inuteness, the least detail of the satis­ 
factory condition of everything onboard 
being given. 
The norm al tem perature 
of the large forw ard m agazines at 8 
o’clock—only an hour and forty m inutes 
before the explosion—disposes of 
the 
question of accidental com bustion w ith­ 
in these magazines. The court is of the 
opinion th a t the explosion of a m ine un­ 
der the port side of the ship caused the 
explosion of the tw’o magazines. 
This 
will explain the rem arkable destruction, 
w rought, 
the 
explosion 
thus 
being 
shown to have combined the force of a 
mine w ithout and tw o m agazines w ith­ 
in. The two explosions which the court 
finds to have occurred, w ith a very 
short interval between them , is an addi­ 
tional detail showing th at two forces 
operated in causing the destruction. 


Tliiit ItiftiiiK of the Nhtp. 


The finding th at the nhip lifted on 
the first explosion indicates an external 
source, and one of trem endous power to 
be able to lift a battleship of thousands 
of tons. 
The feature of the report of 
doi^pest interest to the navy is the com- 
plott* e.\i>n( ration of C aptain Sigsbt*e 
and all on board. 
The inability of the 
court to find evidence to fix responsi­

Floods a MuncieGlHAD Factory with Molten 
OImmm and Hiu’ub the Plant. 


Muncie, Ind., March 28.—One of the 
new tanks a t Ball B rothers’ fruit Jar 
glass factory No. 2 burst last night 
and the 320 tons of molten glass fiooded 
the brick 
fioor, firing the 
building, 
which was totally destroyed, entailing 
a loss of $60,000, w ith but $22,000 insur­ 
ance. 
The building covers three acres 
of ground, and is made of wood and 
sheet-iron. 
W hat adds greatly to the 
loss is the tw enty-one patent blowing 
machines, valued at $500 each, which 
recently displaced 100 blowers on two 
tanks.

In the greatest sermon ever preoohed— 
m lerm on about 16 m inutes long according 
|lo the ordinary rate of speech—a sermon 
¡BB the M ount of Olives, the preacher sit­ 
tin g while ho spoke, according to the an­ 
cient modo of oratory, the people were giv­ 
en to understand th at the some yardstick 
th at they employed upon others would be 
employed upon themselves. 
Measure oth­ 
ers by a harsh rule, and you will be meas­ 
ured by a harsh rule. 
Measure others by 
• charitable rule, und you will bo meas 
ured by a charitable rule. 
Give no mercy 
to others, and no mercy will be given to 
you. “ \V ith w hat measure yo mete it shall 
bo measured to you again.*' 


There is a great deal of unfairness In 
criticism in hum an conduct. It was to 
sm ite th at unfairness that Christ uttered 
the words of the text, and my sermon will 
be a re-echo of the divine sentiment. 
In 
estim ating the mislx)huvior of others wo 
m ust tnko into consideration the pressure 
of circumstanccs 
It is never right to do 
wrong, but there are degrees of culpability. 
^Vhen men misbehave or commit some 
Atrocious wickedness, we are disposed in­ 
discrim inately to tum ble them nil over 
the bank of condemnation. 
Suffer they 
ought, and suiTer they m ust, but in a üií- 
feronce of degree. 


The H ereditary Tendency. 


In the first place, In estlm utingtho m is­ 
doing of others wo mii.st take intocnlcula- 
tlon the hoieditary tendency. 
There is 
such a thing as good blood, and thero is 
such a thing us bad blood. There are fam ­ 
ilies th at have had a moral tw ist in them 
for a hundred years bnok. 
They have not 
been enrefui to keep tlie family record in 
th a t repiml. 
There have been escapades 
and m nm udings and scoundrelisms and 
luornl dellcits all the way back, whether 
you call it kleptomania or pyromonia or 
dipsomania or whether it be in a milder 
form and am ount to no m ania at all. The 
strong probability is th at the present crim ­ 
inal started life w ith nerve, muscle and 
bone contam inated. 
As some start life 
w ith a natural tendency to nobility and 
generosity and kindness and truthfulness, 
there are others who start life with just 
the opposite tendency, and they are born 
liars or born m alcontents or born outlaws 
or born swindlers. 


There is in England a school th at is 
called the Princess Mary school. 
All the 
children in th at school are the children of 
convicts. The school is under hif^h patron­ 
age. 
I had the pleasure of being present 
at ono of their anniversaries, presided over 
by tho E arl of Klntore. 
By a wisu law in 
England after parents have eonimittod a 
certain num ber of crimes and thereby 
sliown themselves incompetent rightly to 
bring up their children tho little ones are 
taken from under pernicious inliuenees 
and put in reformatory schools, where nil 
gracious and kindly iniluenees shall bo 
brought upon them. Of course tho experi­ 
m ent is young, and it has got to bo dem­ 
onstrated how largo a percentage of tho 
children of convicts may bo brought up to 
respectability and usefulness, 
lint we all 
know th at it is more dilllcult for children 
of bad parentage to do right than for chil­ 
dren of good parentage. 


All llurii Equal. 


In this country wo are taught by tho 
Declaration of American Indcpindence 
th at all people aro born equal. There never 
was a greater misrepresentation put in 
ono sentence than in that sentence which 
implies th at wo aro all born eijual. 
You 
as nuiy as well say that llowers aro bi)rn 
equal or trees are born equal or anim als 
lire born ciiual. 
\Vhy does ono horse costi 
$100 and another horse cost |i5,000? 
Why 
does one slieep cost ir'lO and another shuep 
cost ^ióoo? 
DitTerenee in blood. 
We aru 
wisij enough to reeognizo it in horses, in 
cattle, in sheep, but w uarenot wlseenough 
to m ake allowance for the <lilTi*rence in 
the hum an bhiod. Now, I demand l)y tho 
law of eternal fairness that yon lie more 
lenient in your crilicLsn» of tho^e who 
wero born wrong, in whose ancestral lino 
there was a hangm an's Un()t, or who caino 
from a tree tho fruit of which for centuries 
has been gnarled and worm eaten. 


Dr. H arris, a reformer, gave some m ar­ 
velous statistics in his story of a woman 
ho called “ M argaret, the nu)ther of erim* 
inals.” 
Ninety years ago sho lived in a 
village in upper New York state. .Shu was 
not only poor, but sho was vieiuus. 
Sho 
was not well provided for. There weie no 
almshouses there. 
Tho public, however, 
souunvhat looked after her, but cliieily 
scoffed at her and derided her and puslied 
her further down in her crime. That was 
S)0 years ago. There have been 
per-ons 
in that ancestral line, 200 of then» crim ­ 
inals. 
In one branch of that family tiiero 
wero 20, and nine of then» have been in 
state prison, and nearly all of tho others 
have turned out badly. 
It is estinujted 
th at th at fauiily cost tho county and state 
$100,000, t<i say nothing of the property 
they destroyed. 
Aro you not willing, as 
sensible, fair people, to acknowledge that 
it is a fearful disaster to be born in such 
an ancestral line“:' Does it not m akeagreat 
difference whiither one descends from Mar­ 
garet, tho m other of eriminals, or from 
somo niother in Israel; w'hether you aro 
the son of Ahab or tho son of .Toshuai* 
AgalnHt 111« Current. 


It Isa very different thing to swim witfc 
the current frou) 
what it is to evviii: 
against tho current, as some of you havf 
no doubt found in your sununer recrea­ 
tion. If a man find himself in an ancestral 
current where there is good blood llow’ing 
smoothly from generation to generation, 
it is not a very great credit to him if he 
tu rn out good and honest and pure and 
noble. He could hardly help it. But eup- 
pose bo is born in an ancestral line, in e 
hereditary line, where the Influenees have 
been bad and there has been a coming 
down over ft moral declivity, if the nmn 


4 iiirrender to the Iniluenees he will go 
down under theoverm astoring gravitation 
unless some supernatural aid be afforded 
blm . 
Now, such a person deserves not 
jrour •zoorlation, but fo u r pity. 
Do not 
ilt w ith tlie Up curled in foorn and with 
• o M iunied Air of Angello la n o o e i^ look* 
iB i down npon tueli m oral pteoipítatlon. 
You bud ti^ te r §et down oo fn u r k n tp 


lwfee,aad: weol lalii 


•I Ibousaadi of penont who are fully de« 
▼ eloped orlmlnals and inoareerated. 1 aaj 
In every generation. Then I iuppoae therä 
are tens of thousands of peraone not found 
out in thoir orlminality. In addition to 
theee there are tens of thousands of persons 
Who not positively becoming criminala 
nevertheless have a eriminal tendenoy. 
Any ono of all those thousands, by the 
grace of Qod, may bccomo Christian and 
resist the ancestral Influence and open a 
new chapter of behavior, but tho vast ma­ 
jority of them will not, and It becomes all 
men, professional, unprofessional, m inis­ 
ters of religion, judges of courts, philan­ 
thropists and Christian workers, to recog­ 
nize the fact that there are these Athintio 
and Paeiiic surges of hereditary evil roll­ 
ing on through the oenturies. 
I say, of 
course, a man can resist this tendency, 
just as in the ancestral line mentioned in 
the first chapter of Matthew. 
You see in 
the same line in which there was a wicked 
Behobonm and a desperate Mnnasses there 
afterward oau)o a pious .Tosiah and a glo­ 
rious Christ. 
But, my friends, you m ust 
recognize the fact that these influences go 
on from generation to generation. 
I am 
glad to know, however, that a river whlcli 
has produced nothing but miasma for a 
hundred miles may after awhile turn tho 
wheels of factories and help support in­ 
dustrious and virtuous populations, and 
there are family lines which wore poisoned 
th at ore a benediction now. 
A t tho last 
day it will bo found out th at thero are men 
who have gone clear over into all forms of 
iniquity and plunged into utter abandon­ 
m ent who before they yielded to tho first 
tem ptation resisted more evil than many 
a m an who has been moral and upright 
all his life. 


The nest Mon Before Ood. 


B ut supposing now th at in this ago, 
when there are so nmny good i)oople, that 
I come down into this audience and select 
the very best man in it. 
I do not mean 
the man who would style himself the best, 
for probably ho is a hypocrite, but 1 mean 
tho man who iieforo God is really the best. 
I will take you out from all your Chris­ 
tian surroundings. 
I will take you back 
to boyhood. 
I will put you in a depraved 
home. 
I will put you in a cradle of in ­ 
iquity. 
Who is bending over that cradlei* 


An Intosicated nu)ther. NVho Is th at sw*ear 
Ing in the next room? Your father. 
Tho 
neighljiors coujo In to talk, and their jokes 
are unclean. 
Tliere is not in tho house a 
Bible or a moral treatise, but only a few 
scraps of an old pictorial. 


After awhile you are old enough to got 
out of the cnuile, iuid you are struck 
across the head for naughtiness, l)Ut never 
in any kindly nuinner reprimanded. A ft­ 
er awhile you are old enough to go abroad, 
and you are sent out with a basket to steal. 
If you come honu) w ithout any spoil, you 
are whlpiHjd until the blood comes. A t 15 
years of ago you go out to flght your own 
battles In this world, which seems to care 
no more for you than the dog that has 
died of a lit under tho fence. 
You are 
kicked and cuffed and buffeted. 
Some 
day, rallying your eourage, you resent 
somo wrong. A man says: “ Who are you? 
I know who you are. Your father had freo 
lodgings at Sing Sing. 
Your nmther, sho 
was up for drunkenness at Iho crimlmil 
court. 
Get out of my way, you low llveti 
w’retch!” 
My brother, sui)po.so that had 
been tho history of y(iur advent and the 
history of your 
earlier surrounding.s. 
Would you have been tho Chrihtian man 
you are today, seated in this Christian as- 
seuibly? I tell you nay. 
You woultl havo 
been a vagabond, an tmtlaw, a m unh'rer 
on the scaffold atoning for your crime. 
All these considerations cHight to maKo us 
merciful In our dealings with tho w ander­ 
ing and tho lost. 


Swayed by ClrruiuHtouccB. 


Again, I havo to renjark thitt in our es­ 
tim ation the misdoing of peoplo who iiavu 
fallen from high re.spectabllity and ii.seful- 
ness wo m ust take inti) consideration the 
conjunction of cireum.stjuices. 
In nlno 
cases out of ten a man wlio goes astray 
does not intend any positive wrong. 
11»? 
has trust funds. 
He risks a part c»f these 
funds In investment. 
He .‘<ays: “ Now, if 
1 should lose that investment 1 havetif niy 
own projjerty livu times as much,anil If this 
lnv('stnjent sIhmiIiI go wroim 1 eouhl easily 
make it up. 
I coidd live limes nuiki* it 
up ’’ 
With that wrong reasoning ho gues 
on and makes the investment, and it does 
not turn out <iuite as well as he expecteil. 
and he makes another investujent, and 
strange to say at tin* same tiujeall his oth­ 
er affairs ge-t entangleil, and all hi.s other 
resources fail, and his liands are tiei 
Now he wants tc» exlrieute hinjself. 
He 
g(jes a little further on in the wrcjng in ­ 
vestment. He takes a plunj^e further aheatl, 
for be wants t u save his wife and children, 
lie wants to save his home, ho wants to 
save his nunnbershii) in tho chunjh. 
Ho 
takes one more pliu\ge, luul all is U)st. 


Some m orning at lo o’clock the bank 
dour is not opened, an«l there is a canl on 
tho door signed by an officer of tlie bank, 
indicating there is trouble, and the name 
of tho defaulter or the defrauder heads the 
newspaper eohnnn, a'ul huntlveds of nujn 
say, “ Good for him !’’ Himdreds of other 
njon say, “ I ’m glad he’s found out at 
last.’’ iluntlreds of otiier men say, “ .lust 
ns I told you.” 
Hundreds of other men 
say, “ Wo couldn’t possibly havo bei;n 
tenipted to do th at—no conjiuiction of cir 
cumstances could over havo overthrown 
m e.” 
And thero is a superabundaneo of 
indignation, but no pity. 
The heavens 
full of lightning, but not ono drop of dew. 
If God treated us as society treats that 
man, wo would all havo been in hell long 
ago. 


Temper W rath W'itli Mercy. 


Wait for the alleviating cireumstauces. 
Perhaps he nu^y havo been the dupe of 
others. 
Hefore you let all tho hounds out 
from their kennel to nuuil and tear th at 
man find out if he has ntit been brought 
up in a commercial establishment where 
there was a wrong system of ethics taught; 
ilnd out whether that man has not an ex­ 
travagant wifo who is not satisUed with 
his honest earnings ami in the tem ptation 
to please her he has gone into that ruin 
into whleh enough men have fallen, and 
by the same toujptation, to u)ake a proces­ 
sion of many miles. 
Perhaps so u jo sud­ 
den sickness may havo touched his brain, 
and his judgm ent ujay be unbalanced. He 
is wrong, ho is awfully wrong, and he 
m ust be condemned, but there may be 
m itigating oireumstances, X^erhaps under 
the same tem ptation you uiight have fall­ 
en. 
The reason some men do not steal 
$900,OOU is because they do not get a 
chance. 
Have righteous indignation you 
m ust about th at m an’s conduct, but tem ­ 
per it w ith mercy. 


But, you say, ‘*1 am sorry that the in­ 
nocent should suffer.” 
Yes, I am, too-— 
sorry for the widows and orphans who lost 
their all by that dofaleation. I am sorry 
also for the business men, the honest busi­ 
ness men, who have had their affairs all 
erlppled by that defalcation. 1 am eorry

JOHN MURRAY. 


Ssrmon on the Founder of UnlTersaliem 


in This OountrT. 


Kev. George A. Sahlin closed his in­ 
teresting series of sermons on the 
heroes of the church at the Unlversa- 
listi church last evening taking as bis 
subject John Murray, the founder of 
Universal ism in this country. 


John Murray was born in Alton, 
Hampshire, England, December lo, 
1741. 
His father was an Episcopalian 
and bis mother a Presbyterian. The 
religion of bis home was a very gloomy 
aflfair. 
Ho made the acquaintance of 
John Wesley in tbe early part of bis 
career, and soon became one of Wes­ 
ley’s favorites. As Wesley was an Ar- 
minian, believing that God wanted to 
save everyone but could not, and Mur­ 
ray a Calvinist who believed that God 
for his own glory elected to damn the 
greater part of mankind, they were 
never in perfect agreement. 


Murray became a follower of Wbite- 
fleld, a Calvinist, but more liberal than 
Wesley. Murray went to London and 
attended the preaching of John Relly, 
of whom all manner of evil things were 
«aid. 
Against his inclination Murray 
bccame a Universalist. He was excom- 
municated from Whitelield’s church 
because he would not keep his Univer- 
salism to himself. Losing his wife and 
son in death and being persecuted by 
his former religious friends was thrown 
into prison for debt. In prison be at­ 
tempted suicide when a vision of his 
wife illumined tbe cell and saved him 
from his rash act. 
After being re- 
leasvd from prison ho sailed for Amer­ 
ica and accidently went ashore at Good 
r^uck, N. J. There he met an unlet­ 
tered man named Thomas Potter, wbo 
having heard the Bible read could not 
subscribe to the prevailing creeds. 
Potter built a church believing God 
would send a minister to preach the 
truth as ho saw it. When Potter saw 
Murray approaching in the distance a 
voice seemed to say to him, 
“There 
PotUir is your man.” Thus Murray 
was forced to preach the doctrine he 
had hoped to bold secretly in his 
heart, and he became the expounder of 
llniversiUism in America, remaining a 
(Calvinist 
but 
believing that God 
clo(!ted to save the whole race. 


One time while he was preaching at 
Gloucester someone 
hurled a large 
stone at him which struck the pulpit. 
Murray said it was a forcible but not a 
convincing argument. He was invited 
to preach in dltVerent parts of the coun­ 
try and made many friends, but more 
enemies. He died at the age of 74 in 
1815. 


He is not a representative Universa- 
Hst in that tbe Universalist church 
like all other growing denominations 
progresses and seeks new light from 
day to day.

W atervliet Kouae D iet Tryinir to D igest 
Palladium Editorial. 


Watervliet, March 28.—A good story 
was told on the Palladium by the late 
Mr. Luca» wbo died here a few weeks 
ago.
